Dewey of the department of labor 
at Washington, telegraphed offi­ 
cials of SWOC local 1212 that he 
would arrive by plane shortly af­ 
ter noon to attem pt settlement of 
the strike that has affected all 
workmen except those in vital 
maintenance departments. 
Mr. Dewey said he would stop at 
Harrisburg where a member of the 
state labor department would Join 
him. 
Claim Company 'Hiding' 
Meanwhile, ‘he union accused the 
company of “attempting to hide he. 
hind the defense program” in its 
failure to adjust 
certain wage 
scales 
and 
employe 
grievances. 
While union officials admitted the 
strike la in violation of the con­ 
tract with the company, they re­ 
iterated emphatically that "the dif­ 
ferences must be settled now. once 
and for all, before the men will re­ 
turn to work”. 
After a brief conference with A. 
L. Sonnhalter, company snperin- 
tendent, 
the 
SWOC 
representa­ 
tives, Bort Hough, organiser in the 
Ambridge district, and John Oiles, 
local 
president, 
declared 
they 
could not confer further on the 
company's terms—that the men re­ 
turn to work while negotiations are 
under way. 
A company spokesman said: "Mr.

namely that such grievances shall 
be settled without retort ta work 
stoppage, such aa has occurred in 
this Instance. The company baa of­ 
fered to adjust these grievances 
as soon as the men return to work, 
but not before.” 
Strikers Given Proposal 
The management’s proposal was 
taken back to the strikers, who, 
Mr. Hough said, refused flatly. Mr. 
Hough, 
who earlier had asked 
workers to return to their Jobs be­ 
cause their action was in violation, 
of the contract, said that the mea 
will not go back to work until a 
satisfactory agreement la reached. 
John Thornton, local treasurer. 
Joined Mr. Hough In stating the 
“difference must be settled now.” 
Mr. Hough today gave the fol­ 
lowing statement to The Review: 
“The company ie attempting to 
hide behind the defense program. 
Working conditions ere intolerable 
and the union has made efforts to 
remedy these conditions, but with­ 
out success. As a result, tbs situa­ 
tion crystalized in a walkout. 
"The anion Is ready and eager to 
negotiate with the company, but 
the oompany insists that negotla- 
tions take place on its terms.

Allowance For Shrinkage 
C 
REDIBILITY of Britain's claim that It h at crip­ 
pled the Italian navy in an air raid on Taranto 
harbor it not up to ttandard. 
. 
It seems unlikely that the long-standing Issue of 
battleship vs. bombers, which no one has been 
able to resolve before, bas been resolved at one 
full swoop by the battleship building British. To be 
sure, they caught their prey at anchor, but in a 
fortified anchorage; what'a to prevent Italian avia­ 
tors from catching an equal number of British ships 
at the same disadvantage? 
Britain claims two battleships, two cruisers and 
two auxiliary battleships destroyed. Prime M inister 
Churchill ssys this leaves three Italian battleships 
effective and implies that the balance of Mediter­ 
ranean power has been readjusted to Britain’s ad­ 
vantage. While this may be true in a limited sense, 
it Is similarly true that the ultimate balance of 
power In the area will depend on defense of Gibral­ 
ta r and Sues, neither of which la affected by the 
incident In Taranto. 
The British deserve an occasional respite from 
bad news. A successful action at the expense of 
Italy will give their spirits the same lift the vic­ 
tory over the Graf Spee provided last December. 
Probably no celebrant in Britain will make the mis­ 
take, however, of overestim ating what baa happened, 
Any success against Italy, however great, does not 
begin to offset the feet that Italy is in position to 
engage a large part of the British fleet at the ex­ 
pense of B ritain’s ability to withstand Germany. 


We Begin To Get The Idea 
AMERICANS are beginning to get the Idea of 
sabotage. Explosions can be accidental, but not 
when they become recurrent at the expense of 
plants working on war materials. 
When a country is engaged in a war effort— 
President Roosevelt publicly has declared that Great 
Britain is to share defense m aterials on a 50-50 
basis—crippling explosions are circum stantial evi­ 
dence of hostile activity. Sabotage in modern war­ 
fare of m aterials is es Integral a part of the tech* 
nique of destruction as aerie! bombing, and it bas 
the same purpose. The United States had the same 
experience in the World war. 
The purpose Is to get Americans Jumpy aud to 
cripple their productive capacity. Their morale end 
resources are under* attack, even though they are 
not et war. Obviously, if the British can save them­ 
selves by drawing on United States Industry, Brit­ 
ain’s enemies ere going to try to do something 
about lt% That is one of the stern realities Ameri­ 
cans must face. The traitors—the fifth columnists 
—will be busy. 
Like most of the other stern realities with which 
belligerent powers have confronted their Intended 
victims. It will have the effect in the United States 
of generating a few counter-realities. Americans 
getting the idea of sabotage Is one of the realities. 
W hat Americans will do about sabotage is another 
reality. It has ceased to be a reality and has be­ 
come a condition. Henceforth, it will be dealt with 
on that beele. 
'Sabotage bas ceased to be something that hap­ 
pens somewhere else. It Is something that can 
happen and is happening here. Saboteurs, likewise, 
are not persons who plot destruction in some other 
country, but persons who are plotting destruction 
In this country. They must be exposed wherever 
they ere found end turned over to the proper au­ 
thorities and they m ust be found wherever they are 
active. A vigilant America cannot be victimised.

In short, this 
excellently selected anthology is a 
record of passionate hearts and 
gifted brains, reacting to specific 
thoughts and events and feelings 
from Paul the Apostle to Thomas 
Mann. 
There is a somber pleasure, in 
reading many of these letters, to 
observe bow often those who suf­ 
fered most from their times sur­ 
vived tbem best. 
Survived them 
best, I mean, In the long light of 
history. 
St. P auls incomparable 
Epistle to the Corinthians reads 
with curious freshness in a collec­ 
tion of letters: We see it for what 
it originally was, a message, to 
part of a growing group, a party. 
The footnote—that he afterward 
was 
executed 
by 
Nero—seem* 
singularly unimportant. 
One receive* also, from these let­ 
ters the rofeiforting impression of 
a never-quenched stream of faith 
and humanism, surviving so many 
epochs singularly Uke our own. 
Lincoln's letter to Joshua Speed 
about the "Know-Nothings” easily 
might be written today, although 
our 
own 
"Know-Nothings*' 
have 
other titles............... "You Inquire 
where* now I stand. That la a dis­ 
puted point. I think I am a W hig; 
but others say there are no Whigs 
and I am an Abolitionist. 
When I 
was in Washington I voted for the 
Wilmot Proviso at least 40 times; 
and I never heard of any one at­ 
tempt lug to un-Whig me for that. 
I now do no more than oppose the 
extension of slavery. 
I am not a 
Know-Nothing; 
that 
ta 
certain. 
Hew coe IO I be? How can map-©ae 
Who abhors the oppressin of Ne­ 
groes 
Im in favor of degrading 
classes of white people? Our prog­ 
ress in degeneracy appears to me 
to be pretty rapid. 
Aa a nation 
we began by declaring that 'all 
men are created equal.' 
We now 
virtually read it "all men are cre­ 
ated equal, except Negroes and 
foreigners and Catholics.*' 
When 
It comes to this. I shall prefer emi­ 
grating to some country 
where 
they make no pretense of loving 
liberty—to 
Russia, 
for 
Instance, 
where 
despotism 
can 
be 
taken 
pure and without the base alloy 
of hypocrisy.” 
That was wrjtten in 1S55. when 
maybe they were called Notings in­ 


stead of Nazis. But seem to have 
had the sam e idea. 
E 
l i z a b e t h b a r e t t b r o w n 
ING wrote a letter to Napoleon 
If, whom she admired, asking a 
pardon for Victor Hugo, who was 
then in exile on the Island of 
Jersey. She never mailed the let­ 
ter, but It Is one of the most bril­ 
liant defenses of a man of genius 
against a man of force that the 
English language has. 
She deplores Victor Hugo's poli­ 
tical philosophy, but appeals to 
Napoleon with the words. "W hat 
'touches you is th at when your 
people count gratefully the men 
of commerce, arm s and science, 
secured by you to France, no voice 
shall murmur ‘But where is our 
poet?’ She pleads with Napoleon 
to "allow for the peculiarity of 
the poetical tem peram ent, for the 
tem ptation of high gifts, for the 
fever in which poets are apt to 
rage and suffer in greater meas­ 
ure than other men.” 
And she says "forgive this enemy, 
this accuser, this traducer." 
It’s a beautiful letter, but it turns 
out that Victor Hugo in the fever 
lo which he raged and suffered was 
also 
politically 
sounder 
than 
Napoleon III. 
The author of “Lea Mlserables" 
lived to see Napoleon III engage 
France in m ilitary disaster and 
himself be banished in exile. His 
country has 
not 
yet seen 
his 
other prediction fulfilled—that the 
goth century would be an era of 
revolution and would end in the 
revolution for civilization and hu­ 
manity. I hope that his optimism 
will be as Justified as his peal- 
m lsa. 


I 
N all ages, 
one 
sees, the poet, 
the writer, 
has suffered more 
than any other class of distin­ 
guished men. Despots always knife 
them first, fearing them more than 
any other enemies. 
Here lo this book is Dostevsky’s 
extraordinary letter to bls brother 
Mthal. written from the Peter aud 
Paul Fortress In 1849. on the very 
day 
when. 
after 
having 
been 
dressed for execution, he was re­ 
prieved 
and 
sentenced to four 
years' hard labor. The letter is 
the letter of a man with an un­ 
quenchable will to live, and yet 
with every expectation that be will 
not survive.

Another Is th at Stalin would be a fool not to 
recognize that Russia cannot afford to participate 
too Intimately in any kind of International plot 
w ith a stronger party—and Germany ia clearly Rus­ 
tin g mllitajy m aster lf and when it can give un­ 
divided attention to Its traditional luat for the 
Ukraine. Stalin is not a fool. His best chance of 
evading the dunce cap la to make sure that Russia a 
strongest and closest enemy. Germany, does not be­ 
come either stronger or closer. 
Those considerations do not bar the possibility 
of Mine new arrangem ent making Russia seem to 
be one of the Axle bloc. They do bar the prob­ 
ability of any such arrangem ent proving to be in 
fact what It is proclaimed to be. Germany and 
Italy ai the mom ent are both desperately involved 
la a war they cannot win; not one knows it better 
than Stalin, who dream s of what he may be able to 
do if they lose. Perhaps this is one of the situations 
Ut International power politic* which Americans 
tee more plainly than Europeans because they have 
th© advantage of perspective; in any event, it seems 
Obvious from this distance that Russia has nothing 
to offer Germany but a W fger aud better headache 
than Mitier has given It.

HE economic experts who meas­ 
ure the Impact of war on our 
trade, 
industry 
and 
labor 
have 
run 
headlong 
Into 
the problem 
of our Invisible ald to Britain. 
Our Invisible ald Is by far great­ 
er than the visible, even though 
this unseen help seldom squeeses 
Into the headlines with more spec­ 
tacular planes, tanks and destroy­ 
ers. 
Invisible aid takes three forms: 
1.—Sacrifice of trade to 
war 
sones. 
2.—Abnormal expansion of ex­ 
ports of war goods a t the expense 
of normal exports. 
3.—A deluge of gold we neither 
need nor want. 
. 
Even before the war the Ameri­ 
can m erchant m arine was handi­ 
capped by competition from na­ 
tions that could build and run 
their ships cheaper than we could 
on American wage standards. Now 
our neutrality law aud the Brit­ 
ish blockade bar to us the world’* 
richest 
trade 
routes 
between 
America and Europe. 
William L. Montgomery of the 
San Francisco Chamber of Com­ 
merce recently estim ated that the 
war 
is 
costing 
us 
$750,000,000 
worth of foreign trade. 
« 
f 
a VORE Im portant than shipping 
services is the stuff th at ships 
carry. 
Our 
biggest 
sacrifice 
to 
Britain Is our willingness to let 
them buy more war goods and 
less peace goods, knowing all the 
while they won't need war goods 
after the fighting is over. 
The British alm ost doubled tl^eir 
purchases of military planes in 
th* first year of the war. boosting 
them 
up 
to 
$144,326,000 
worth. 
But food shipm ents Increased only 
■lightly from $80,000,000 to $114,- 
000.000 in the first war year. 
Our cotton 
shipments 
to 
the 
British Isles went up abnormally 
from 
$23,000,000 
to 
$104,000,000, 
because Uncle Sam subsidised cot­ 
ton 
exports. 
But 
tobacco 
pur­ 
chases over bere spiraled 
from 
$92,000,000 
to 
$20,OOO,OOO. 
Wood 
and paper shipm ents alm ost dou­ 
bled 
from $22,000,000 
to nearly 
$40,000,000. 
Miscellaneous 
items 
Jumped up nearly a third. 
Reasons were many. Primarily, 
the British were buying here only 
such "norm al” export 
Item* aa 
they had to because the Germans 
had taken their previous sources 


away from them , or they were 
buying sparingly here of every­ 
thing except 
war m aterials 
be­ 
cause they could buy here only on 
a cash and carry basis. This m eant 
they had to use their gold. 
BUT w hatever their reasons for 
shooting up purchases of one 
item, and damping off another, 
the net effect is to upset the nor­ 
mal trade between the two na­ 
tions. We are expanding war in­ 
dustries a t a dizzy speed, while 
trying desperately to find m arkets 
for our raw foods. 
Some years ago we began buy­ 
ing gold at $35 an ounce. A great 
influx of gold to America started 
in 1935. when we held only 35 per­ 
cent of the world s visible supply. 
The war has accented the flow. la 
th* first four months of this year* 
we ladled another billion dollars 
worth into our treasure chests. 
Says a departm ent of commerce 
survey: 
“If the rate of Inflow continues 
. . . the gold holdings of the 
United States at the end of 1940 
will approxim ate $21,000,000,000. or 
72 percent of the world stocks 
Of $29,200,000,000.’’ 
To the economist who can read 
between the lines, that means two 


things. 
The 
British 
are 
using 
iacgely newly-mined gold to pay 
for their American wartime pur­ 
chases. 
We are taking gold we don’t 
want. One expert suggested to me 
that the British now are mining 
enough new gold to continue to 
pay for all they need from the 
United States for months, perhaps 
years to come. 


I 
T would be a different story if 
the British were cashing in their 
securities and investm ents in th li 
country tq pay for the war. That 
way Americans would get securi­ 
ties, Britishers would get goods. 
Orthodox economists hold that to 
be a fair trade, but straight gold 
for goods on a long term basil ta 
NOT favorably regarded by m oil 
economist ii- 
America us have made their de­ 
cision however. They favor ald to 
Britain, as clearly shown by the 
votes of their representatives from 
congress and they can take some 
comfort out of the war. It has ac­ 
tually spiralled our total exports 
upward at a great pace (37 per­ 
cent) to around the $4,000,000,000 
mark annually. That means profits 
for American industry, jobs for 
American workers.

students, according to Prof. Aaron 
J. Brumbaugh of the University 
of Chicago. Prof. Brumbaugh Is 
dean of the college. 
Under the Chicago college plan. 
10 years In opetptlon. the student 
Is free to attend class or absent 
him self st will. His examinations 
are prepared and scored by ex­ 
am iners not involved in teaching 
the 
courses. 
Hence 
there's 
no 
point in trying to become a "teach­ 
er’s pet." 
In fact, the student can "torn 
the tables” by freely criticizing 
the course of instruction without 
fear 
that 
some 
processor 
will 
."get even” by dealing out low 
grades. 
"It 
Is 
evident,” 
Dean 
Brum­ 
baugh said, "that the relationship 
between Instructor and student Is 
completely changed. 
"No longer confronted with any 
occasion, let alone any necessity, 
to court or fear an instructor, the 
student Is In a position to criticise 
freely the objectives, content, or­ 
ganization and methods of !nstru> 
tlon." 
Dean Brumbaugh said he viewed 
the plan as an "outstanding devel­ 
opment 
toward 
forging 
mental 
preparedness for America’s battle 
of brains with other nations.” 
"The basic purpose of education. 
as we have conceived It at the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago.” he asserted. 
"is to build moral stam ina and In­ 
telligence through broad, general 
education, that we may wisely con­ 
trol the use of our physical re­ 
sources.”

When Britain’s Churchill said that the Taranto bombing of Italy’s 
main battle fleet would have repercussions in naval affairs In every 
quarter of the globe, he was noj exaggerating. 
fV>r it is more than a British naval victory, 
this reported crippling 
of half of Mussolini’s hoarded battleships by Royal navy bombers. It Is 
above all evidence that Britain’s ♦ 
fleet bas an air arm which can 
strike with telling force In cordi- 
nation with surface craft. 
This becomes more obvious now 
that it is clear that the planes 
which bombed Taranto operated 
from two of Britain's remaining 
aircraft carriers. Incidentally, it 
is a vindication of this type of 
warship, which lost much prestige 
with the sinking, earlier in the 
war, of the British aircraft car­ 
riers Courageous and Glorious. 
The importance of the discovery 
that the British navy can fight 
effectively from the sky as well 
as from the-waves needs no under­ 
lining In this total war between 
two great air powers and one 
great tea power. 
It la pertinent, however, to fol­ 
low the ripples from Taranto to 
other parts of the world. 
The news could not have been 
lost on M. Molotoff, Soviet Rus­ 
sia’s premier and foreign commis­ 
sar, who is on his way back borne 
from Berlin today after having 
talked to Adolf Hitler, presum­ 
ably concerning Germany's need 
for at least passive Russian sup­ 
port for a Balkan and Near East­ 
ern land stab Intended to out­ 
flank the British fleet in the Far 
East. 
Little is to be deduced from the 
German communique issued today, 
which says merely that the Molo- 
toff-Hitler conferences 
“led 
to 
mutual accord’’ on the important 
things In which 
both Germany 
and Russia are interested. It hard­ 
ly could have said less. 
The Turks, moreover, must be 
heartened today by Taranto. It Is 
the Turks who guard the Darda­ 
nelles and It is the Turks who 
bold the land bridge over which 
Germany may want to cross to 
the Near East and Suez.
